minutes the jury in the Henry Clay Beattie Jr., case, returned a 
verdict of guilty of murder in first degree at about 6 o'clock Fri- 
day evening. After over ruling a motion for a new trial, Judge Wat- 
son sentenced Beattie to be electrocuted Friday November 24. 


Harry M. Smith, Jr., attorney for the defense and Prosecutor 


Wendenburg occupied the afternoon with their arguments and the 
final plea to the jury was concluded by the prosecutor shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock, whereupon the jury was at once sent to its room. It 
was generally expected that, if a verdict was arrived at, the jury 
would at least consume the greater part of the night, so when the 
word was passed around scarcely an hoiir later that the twelve men 
were ready to report, it was greeted with surprise. 


Pale and plainly nervous, Beattie, accompanied by his father 


and attorneys, took his place in the court room to hear the ver- 
dict. The short time the jury had deliberated gave them little hope 
for a favorable verdict and their faces showed the disappointment 
even before the clerk had read the fata] words.

However, nature may be assisted at 


this period to complete the molting 
rapidly and at an early date. The 
first step should be to get the poultry 
house and yards in a perfectly clean 
and sanitary condition. 
Too 
many 


poultry keepers forget that a clean 
and sanitary place is needed for fowls 
in the late summer. 
Dirty and mi- 


sanitary conditions cause the fowl to 
be diseased or to lack vigor. 
The 


feathers also become stiffer and have 
a tendency to stick tighter. 
If a fowl 


is in this condition molting is retard- 
ed. 


The second essential is to have the 


hen free of lice and other parasites 
Once a week she should be dusted 
with a louse powder or a liquid louse 
killer should 
be sprayed into her 


feathers,
